Students  Protest  14-3  Repeal 


Thousands  of  signatures  are  ex- 
pected on  a telegram  petition  which 
will  be  sent  by  the  BYU  Young 
Republicans  to  Senator  Wallace  F. 
Bennett  in  Washington  D.C. 

ACCORDING  TO  Young  Republi- 
can President  Jim  Avery,  the  peti- 
tion is  to  let  the  Senate  know  how 
students  feel  about  the  controver- 
sial section  14-B  of  the  Taft-Hart- 
ley  Repeal  law  bill. 

Sen.  Bennett  was  originally  sche- 
duled to  read  the  telegram  and  all 
of  the  BYU  stduent’s  signatures 
during  a speech  he  was  scheduled 
to  make  during  an  opposition  fili- 
buster to  the  bill  on  Friday. 

AVERY  SAID  that  late  word  re- 
ceived from  Sen.  Bennett  on  Wed- 
nesday indicated  the  opposition 
forces  were  building  to  propose  a 
motion  to  table  the  bill.  They  had 
gathered  43  votes  and  with  a few 
additional  votes  will  be  able  to 
move  the  proposal  to  the  next  ses- 
sion of  Congress. 


Thus  the  BYU  telegram  will  prob- 
ably not  be  sent  until  sometime 
next  week.  The  telegram  reads:  As 
citizens  of  the  United  States  we  be- 
lieve in  the  principles  set  forth 
in  the  United  States  Constitution 
and  the  Bill  of  Rights.  . . that  the 
repeal  of  Section  14-B  would  result 
in  the  loss  of  one  of  the  basic  rights 
of  men — to  choose  the  conditions 
under  which  he  is  to  earn  his  livli- 
hood.  Free  agency  is  to  be  guarded 
and  preserved  above  all  else.” 

AVERY  INDICATED  that  the 
Young  Republicans  do  plan  to  send 
a telegram  Thursday  to  Senator 
Frank  Moss  urging  him  to  vote  for 
the  motion  to  table  the  bill,  so  he 
and  the  Senate  could  ‘get  to  the 
more  important  legislative  matters, 
and  so  that  Senotor  Moss  can  get 
home  to  Utah  and  find  out  what 
the  real  feelings  of  the  people 
about  the  bill  are.”

Summer  Vacation  Roping  Lucrative

Dale  Little  Soldier  earned  about 
five  hundred  dollars  a minute  this 
summer. 

And  while  doing  it,  he  became 
the  1965  winner  of  the  Rocky 
Mountain  Rodeo  Association  Calf 
Roping  Trophy. 

"THE  TIME  between  those  six 
minutes  was  pretty  long,  I drove 
over  30,000  miles  through  Utah, 
Idaho  and  Wyoming  to  enter  dif- 
ferent rodeos.” 

The  toughest  part  was  Rodeoing 
Saturday,  then  driving  all  night 
to  teach  Sunday  School  the  next 
morning. 

DALE— WHO  is  a BYU  grad- 


uate student  and  a member  of  the 
three  affiliated  tribes  of  the  Dak- 
otas Arickaras,  Mandan  and 
Gros-ventre— was  converted  to  the 
LDS  Church  last  year. 

He  was  impressed,  “With  the 
clean  living  guys  that  rodeoed  for 
the  Y.” 

ALTHOUGH  DALE  has  been 
rodeoing  for  8 years,  this  is  only 
his  second  year  representing 
the  Y. 

“They  don’t  give  scholarships 
for  riding  here  but  I’d  still  rather 
go  to  the  Y than  some  of  the 
other  Universities  where  I’ve  been 
offered  scholarships.” 

DALE  ENTERS  only  timed 
events:  bulldogging,  calf  roping 


and  team  roping.  In  the  latter,  two 
men  attempt  to  lasso  a steer 
around  the  neck  and  legs. 

No  matter  what  a cowboy  does 
to  make  money,  “It  isn’t  all 
gravy.” 

"A  GOOD  HORSE  runs  up  to 
a couple  of  thousand  dollars.  I’ve 
been  offered  $15.00  for  “Tater,” 
Dale  mentioned,  stroking  the  muz- 
zle of  one  of  the  two  horses  he 
takes  on  the  rodeo  circuit.” 

“I  guess  I’m  kinda  lucky 
though,  Dad  raises  horses  and 
when  I need  one  I just  get  in  the 
pick-up  and  drive  back  home  for 
one. 

"WE  USED  to  keep  about  two 
hundred  horses  but  Dad  figured 
it  was  best  to  sell  them  and  get 
twenty  or  thirty  good  ones.  It 
worked  out  real  good.” 

But  even  if  Dale  gets  a free 
horse  once  in  a while,  there  is 
still  the  expense  of  trucking, 
rodeo  fees  and  motels. 

FOR  THE  future  Dale  plans  to 
“Work  in  the  winter,  teaching, 
and  in  summer  rodeoing  as  long 
as  I stay  in  one  piece.” 

And  sometimes  when  two  horns 
on  the  end  of  a 700  lb.  bull  sud- 
denly twist  faster  than  a rodeo 
rider’s  reflexes,  a cowboy  doesn’t 
stay  in  “one  piece”  very  long. 
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From  the  calf’s  point  of  view  Dale  Little  Soldier  dem- 
onstrates the  hard  part  of  calf  roping.  The  cowboy  lassos 
the  clritter,  then  ties  three  of  its  legs  together  with  a 
piggen’  string.  Dale  is  clutching  one  between  his  teeth.

Twins  Rout  National  League  Champs 


MINNEAPOLIS-ST.  PAUL,  (AP) 
—Minnesota’s  high-spirited  Twins 
rode  a six-run  third  inning  and  the 
steady  pitching  of  Jim  (Mudcat) 
Grant  to  an  8-2  rout  of  the  favored 
Los  Angeles  Dodgers  in  the  open- 
ing game  of  the  1965  World  Series 
Wednesday. 

ZOILO  VERSALLES,  the  fleet 
shortstop  who  keyed  the  Twins’ 
drive  to  the  American  League  pen- 
nant, led  their  attack.  He  smacked 
a three-run  homer  off  Don  Drys- 
dale in  Minnesota’s  big  uprising  in 
the  third  and  singled  in  another 
run  in  sixth. 

Versalles  provided  the  big  punch 
as  the  American  League  Champ- 
ions put  it  out  of  reach  after  Frank 
Quilici  started  the  uprising  with  a 
leadoff  double.  Quilici  drove  in  the 
sixth  run  of  the  inning  his  second 
time  at  bat  with  a single  that  rout- 
ed Daysdale. 

A COSTLY  error  by  Jim  Lefe- 
bvre,  who  juggled  the  throw  to 
first  after  Minnesota  pitcher  Jim 
Grant’s  sacrifice  bunt,  made  four 
of  the  runs  in  the  inning  unearned. 

The  Twins  also  got  a double  by 
Sandy  Valdespino,  singles  by  Har- 
mon Killebrew  and  Earl  Battey 
and  a walk  in  the  third. 

VERSALLES  SINGLED  in  Grant 
in  the  sixth  after  the  pitcher  had 
doubled. 

Grant  scattered  10  hits  through 
nine  innings,  including  Ron  Fairly’s 
370  foot  homer  tin  the  second.  Don 
Mincher  tied  it  in  the  bottom  of 
the  inning  with  a homer. 

A capacity  crowd  of  47,797  at 
Metropolitan  Stadium  watched  the 
first  World  Series  game  ever  stag- 
ed in  the  Twin  Cities,  with  the 
weather  warm  and  sunny.
